CHAPTER I— MEMBERSHIP 

\ 

10, Expenses of General Management — (1) Payments 
under rules 3, 5, 6, 7 and 8 may be made either to the 
Managing Body or to the State or District Branch con- 
cerned. Such payments shall in each case be apportioned 
in such manner that the Managing Body receives 10%, 
the State Branch concerned receives 10%, and the balance 
of 80%» goes to the District Branch to which the person 
making the payment belongs, provided that payment made 
by a person who is enrolled by a State Branch but does 
not belong to any District Branch shall be apportioned 
so that the Managing Body receives 10% and the balance 
of 90% goes to the State Branch to which the member 
belongs. 

(2) Donations received by the Managing Body or by 
any of the Branches shall, unless the donor specifies the 
particular purpose for which the same is to be used, be 
utilized by the receiving Body for its general purposes, 
provided that in case of donations received by any of the 
District Branches and not earmarked for a particular 
purpose, 10% of the same shall be payable to the State 
Branch and 10% to the Managing Body, and in the case 
of donations received by any of the State Branches not 
earmarked for a particular purpose, 10% of the same shall 
be payable to the Managing Body.
